The Canadian people have confi- 


dence in the Wheat Pool and the 
| Present condition of the market 
clearly’ reflects the success of th» 


Pool, says Professor C. R. Fay, of 
{the economics department of Toron- 
| to University. Professor Fay has jur! 
completed a survey of the western 
grain situation and will shortly pro- 
ceed to England to examine the 
status of the Canadian Wheat Pool 
there. 


| “After my investigation I am a 
strong supporter of the Pool as it 
has functioned hitherto as a volun- 
tary organization,” he said. ‘There 
has been an attempt made in Sus- 
katchewan to make it compulsor: 
for farmers to sell their wheat 
through the Pool. I am strenuous!yv 
opposed to that.” 

| The fact that export trade was 
| improving was another indication of 
| improvement in the wheat situation 
{said Prof. Fay. Considerable atten- 
| tion was fixed on the American win- 
ter wheat crop. However, absence 
| of rain there and only moderate im- 
' provements of exports have caused 
| farmers to cease to worry on that 
| score. 

| Talking over the general situation 
{last year with both representatives 
{of the wheat ‘trade’ and the Pool, 
| Professor Fay was convinced that 
North America had been most “‘bul!- 
ish” in its wheat trading. 

“Most emphatically the Pool was 
not holding out when the trade was 
selling,” he said. ‘The Pool was of- 
fering wheat continuously all sum- 
mer and fall at below Winniper 
prices in an effort to dispose of the 
wheat crop. 

“But in order to compete with the 
unusual Argentine crop, it would 
have been necessary. to sacrifice 
grain as low as 20 cents below the 
Winnipeg prices, which was 
reasonable,” he continued. 

“The difficulty in 1929 was to move 
the limited quantity of high qualit. 
Canadian wheat to Europe, which 
was determined to depend on its own 
wheat crop. There is no question 
of a boycott of Canadian wheat.’
